That the act entitled ‘¢ an act to authorize
the city of Hastings to aid in the construction of the
Saint Paul and Chicago Railway,” approved March sixth,
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, be and the
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows :

The city of Hastings may, at any time prior to Au-
